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Vietnam War Erupts On

Participation

WASHINGTON iAP> - Sen- 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield sees in troubled Thai- 
land the seeds of another Viet- 
nam-style war. 


The early ingredients of the 
Vietnam war are there, he said. 
American troops are being sent 
to help cope with rebel forces, 
he added, and, as wai once the 
case in Vietnam, they are cast 
as advisers, not combatants. 


"We could very well have In 
prospect 
another 
Vietnam," 
Mansfield said in an interview 
Thursday. "Our policy in Thai- 
land seems to be treading the 
same path."

And in Vietnam itaelf: "I look 


for a long, drawn-out struggle. 


Mansfiekl said U.S. efforts at 
pcace have produced "no prog- 
ress toward a just settlement" 
and the danger of expanded 
conflict hat increased in the 
past year. 


He saw a flicker of hope and a 
step in the right direction in the 
U.S. request that U.N. Secre- 
tar>'-General U Thant seek a 
Vietnam cease-fire.

8. the Mansfield team warned 
that the war could engulf adja- 
eent Laos, nnove into Cambodia 
and erupt, too. in Thailand.

U.S. Destroyer 
Is Damaged By 
Land Batteries 


SAIGON. South Vietnam fAP> j 
— The Vietnam war erupted 
today in land, sea and air action 
on the eve c€ the two-day Christ- 
mas truce. 


Communist 
shore 
batteries 
bombarded and damaged the 
U.S. destroyer O'Brien off the 
North Vietnamese coast, and in 
the northern part of South Viet- 
nam U.S. Marines reported 110 
Communists killed after a five- 
hour battle. 


U.S. R52 bomt>ers made two 
more raids today, one of them 
in North Vietnam five miles 
zbov the Demilitarized Zone. 
U.S. fighter-bombers kept up 
their attacks on both North and 
South Vietnam. 


A U.S. spokesman reported 
the O'Brien came under heavy 
shelling from North Vietnamese 
coastal batteries this morning 
and took two hits on her port 
side as well as shrapnel dam- 
age. The spokesman said casu- 
alties on the destroyer were 
Ught. 


First Direct Hits 


It was the first time in the 
war that a U.S. warshio re- 
ceived direct hits from enemy 
shore battei'ies. 


The spokesman said the O'- 
Brien fired 130 rounds from her 
five- inch guns at the Commu- 
nist batteries while A4 Skjiiawk 
jets from the carrier Kitty 
Hawk also attacked the gun po- 
sitions, he said.

Lake Superuir has fallen two 
inches since Nov. 33, but the 
other lakes rose from two to 
eight inches. 


Part of the drop for Lake 
Superior was accounted for by 
the normal saaaonal fluctuation, 
and the Army Engineers pre- 
dicted the level on Jan. 33 would 
be thrae inches below today's 
elevatkm of OOOJi feet. 


Lakes Michigan and Huron, 
with an elevation of IT0.t5 feet, 
are two inches above the Nov.

The U.N. Security Council 
censured Israel for the Nov. 13 
atUck. Israel said it acted in 
reprisal for border raids by 
Arab terrorists. 


Sources indicated the U.S. aid 
to Jordan includes armored per- 
sonnel carriers to replace vehi- 
cles obUined after World War II 
from Britain. 


"At the request of the Hashe- 
mito kingdom of Jordan the 
United SUtes government has 
agreed to provkie under its ex- 
isting militory assistance pro- 
gram certoin items of military 
equipment to strengthen the 
defensive capability of the Jor- 
danian armed forces." the an- 
nouncement said. 


"A substantial portion of this 
equipment will be airlifted to 
Jordan over the next 30 to 60 
days. In additk>n to these deliv- 
eries. some of the F104 intercep- 


tor 
aircraft, previously 
pur- 
chased by Jordan, will be ex- 
pediated." the State Depart- 
ment said. 


Pro-Western 


Hussein is considered a mod- 
orate and pro-Western

last month, leaders of other 
Arab nations accused the king 
of neglecting his border de- 
fenses.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Form- 
er President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower will spend Christmas in 
the hospitol, spokesmen say. 


The general hoped to be out of 
Walter Reed Army Hospital and 
back to his Gettysburg, Pa., 
farm by Christmas following his 
Dec. 12 gall bladder operatk». 


But instead he'll be kept for 
what the hospital called a "few 
more days" oi "further adjust- 
ment of medications and obser- 
vation." The hospital quoted the 
Army surgeon general. Lt. Gen. 
Leonard D. Heaton, Thursday 
as saying Eisenhower's prog- 
ress "has been excellent and 
that from a surgical standpoint 
he has been released." 


The hospital dkl not specify 
when he would be released. Ei- 
senhower plans to go to Palm 
Desert. Calif., in early January.

The experts saw no great op­ 
portunities in agriculture for 
the immediate future, but said 
there were possibilities for gen­ 
eral improvement as the area 
develop^. 


Dairy Priee Hike Noted 


It was noted that dairy prices 
have improved, and in sections 
where forage can be produced 
it might be possible to build 
a combined dairy and beef en­ 
terprise. The panel subcommit­ 
tee also urged consideration of 
fruit, potato and vegetable pro­ 
duction.

Whatever the outcome of Mrs. John F. Kennedy’s 
suit against William Manchester, Hai*per & Row and 
Look Magazine to prevent publication of “The Death 
of a President’* without some deletions, the offensive 
writing is out of the bag. 


Robert Kennedy signed a memorandum of under­ 
standing with Manchester in March, 1964 spelling out 
conditions under which he would write a book on the 
President’s assassination which would be the family- 
authorized version. The late President’s family sought a 
sober account to avoid sensationalism and handpicked 
the author and made available exclusive information. 


The family approached Theodore H. White and 
Walter Lord who declined and then signed Manchester 
who had written “Portrait of a President” in 1962, 
which one reviewer described as “adoring.” Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy felt strongly about the preparations for the book. 
When she learned that Jim Bishop, author of ‘The Day 
Lincoln Was Shot” was working on a book on the as­ 
sassination she wrote asking him not to proceed with 
his book, “The Day Kennedy Was Shot.” 


She explained that she had hired Manchester “to 
protect President Kennedy and the truth.” Bishop is 
quoted as sa>ing “She’s trying to copyright the assas­ 
sination.**

The crucial clause in the memorandum put Man­ 
chester under contractural obligation to have the man­ 
uscript reviewed by Mrs. Kennedy and Robert Kennedy 
**and the final text shall not be published unless and un­ 
til approved by them.** 


This obligation appears to have been lost in the 
shuffle somewhere, but on the other hand it is myster­ 
ious why the Kennedys didn’t bother to inspect the 
text personally and get excited about what it said until 
so late in the game that the presses were running and 
Look was getting the first installment of the serializa­ 
tion up for January sale. 


Manchester worked nearly two years on the book, 
conducted a thousand interview’^s, including 10 hours 
spent taping Mrs. Kennedy’s statement in 1964. She 
spoke very freely and says she relied upon Manchester’s 
discretion to protect her.

LaBranche Mineral 
Bids Are Offered 


Iron ore leases on 14 forties 
of state-owned lands in north­ 
ern Menominee County will be 
offered at public auction Jan. 
24 in Lansing. 


The forties are in 
the 
La­ 
Branche area off 
Menominee 
Cour.ty Road 69 between Whit- 
nty and Hardwood. 


They are scattered over three 
townships. Spalding and Har­ 
ris townships form the top of 
Menominee County 
and U. S. 
Steel Corp. is a large holder of; 
lands in Spalding. 


Mineral lease sales usually 
arc conducted on state lands 
after some individual or cor­ 
pore tion requests an opportun­ 
ity to 
bid 
for 
the mineral 
rights. 


The Michigan Department of 
Conservation did 
not divulge 
the identity of the party mak­ 
ing the request. 


Although one of the Upper 
Peninsula’s three iron ranges is 
known 
as 
the 
Menominee 
Range, iron ort has never been 
found in mineable quantities in 
Mei'iominee County. 
The La­ 
Branche area lies south of the 


Marquette Range and east of 
the Menominee. 


Cleveland Cliffs Iron Co. did 
diamond drilling 
in Spalding 
Township in the last decade in 
the course of a long range ex­ 
amination of mineralization of 
the area which also examined 
the geology of Delta 
County 
and western Schoolcraft Coun­ 
ty. 


The westernmost mining of 
iron on the Menominee Range 
was at Waucedah 
in eastern 
Dickinson County only a few 
miJes 
from 
the 
Menominee 
County line, where the Breen 
Brothers of Menominee opened 
an iron mine in the last cen­ 
tury It 
was 
not 
successful. 
When Menominee Range iron 
mining became 
commercially 


successful later it was to the 
west at Vulcan, Norway, Quin- 
nesec and Iron Mountain. 


Geologists have reported that 
the 
Menominee 
Range 
iron 
formation 
probably continues 
underground to the east into 
Menominee and Delta counties. 
The mere 
presence 
of 
iron 
would not be industrially sign­ 
ificant unless it were of a com­ 
mercial grade and deposit and 
available by profitable mining 
methods. The Upper Peninsu­ 
la's rebirth of iron mining has 
been in “open pit” (surface) 
mming of jasper, a hard rock 
with iron content like Minne­ 
sota’s taconite, except for the 
Mather 
Mine 
whose 
under­ 
ground ore is being pelletized 
at the Pioneer Plant.
